Hult ca.uiot bo iloiibted ior one iiio- 
niont. Wiih i n ovci'wbelining nuijori- 
ty opposed lo llio Proaidoiit in botii 
ll(;UHas, tlioro would bu no ditlicully in 
suHtuiniitg arij' charges that might bo 
brouglil iigaiiist hiiii, iind llie election 
or appuiiiliiioii t of ii K:idieal Prosidotit 
■would foliow. Writing this din- 
tanco fi-om tho polii ical centre of the 
TJiiiled .^tatCH, it is of course iinposni- 
blo to Bay liow far tho Prosidciit lian 
acted in accordanco wi h constitu- 
tional privilof^oj but if ho has abun- 
doned the party that elovutud bim tu 
iiho position, he has douo so trotn con> 
Boieniioas motivuu, and with a doijiro 
to serv'o the whole country inntead of 
a sootiou. Boforo talking his seat an 
Vice-PreeidentiMr Johnson waa known 
as a thoroughgoing Badioal. Aa n 
Southern XTnionist, he had seen his 
wife and children fleeing to tho 
TennosBee moaotaina to escape the 
persecQtionH of the Senessionists ; his 
borne bad been burned, bis property 
confiscated, and a price set on his hoad 
by Jeff. Bavis. Bat, despite all these 
persecationa, Mr Johnson remained 
true to- his country, and> while men 
■who now denoanco bim for his con- 
servatism were thousands of miles 
from the scene of conflict, and conse- 
quently beyond the reaoh of danger, he 
breasted tho storm, at the imminent 
risk of his lifo denounced treason, 
and bad tho proud satisfaotion of 
finally seeing tho Stars and Stripes 
again floating over the State of his 
adoption. Struck with admiration at 
the noble patriotism of Mr Johnson, 
the Union Party nominated bim lor 
the Vice Prosid Tncy, upon the saino 
ticket with Mr Lincoln, who was a 
candidate for re-olection Co the Presi- 
dency. This ticket was succcsttful, 
bat within six weeks after his second 
inauguration, jVst as Richmond Imd 
fallen, and tho great struggle was vir- 
tually over, tho bullet, of BooUi 
crashed through Mr Lincoln's brain, 
and Mr Johnson sucyoudod to tbe 
Presidoncy by virtue of his position as 
Vice President. Upon taking tho 
oath, Mr Johnson's whole policj- 
clianged. It is said that if you wisii 
to cure a politician of Hadicalism, jiut 
him into office. Mr Jolmsun, from a 
fierce .Radical, suddenly became a 
Staunch Conservative; from a pcrsciu- 
tor of the rebels, he bocarao tlieir pro- 
tector; no longer a hater of Southern- 
orSjhe Bolecled his advisers from among 
them. A long quarrel with the last 
Congress ro-ultod. l^adical to tho 
core, CongroBS set aside all Mr Johns 
son's veloea; all bisexceptions to hoc- 
tional legislation and amendments to 
the Coustituiiuu while eleven out of 
thirtysix States reranined unrepre- 
sented, were overridden. Congre-^s 
has carried overyihing before it, and 
should tho Now York elections result 
as unfavorable to tho Demoeruts as 
hi ve tho elections in Pennsylvaniii, 
Ohio, etc., the Pi'csident will Htam; 
wilbout a party; and mu.sL eithei- 
abandon his rooonstruotion jjoliey and 
fall in with tho views of tlio nexi 
Oonaross, or Hubnilt (as the despaieh 
significantly hints) to an impeueh- 
ment,

Banking in Cbina« 

Banks were organized in China many 
hundred years ago and there have been times 
when the currency ol lhal aiitiqnu and horri- 
ble land was mueb inlLiteil by llie paper is- 
■ uea of thu piglailod, bliniiwritmg cashiers, 

Tho "ca.'-h" ia the only native China 
money now curreni, and 1000 of these pieces 
are equal lo ,?1 10. The nativo bulliiui ia 
called "pyeeo," and the in.'ols weigh Irom 
tivo to filly taola. The "lael" is >cqual to 
1000 caiih. On tho coast, eilver dollars are 
in use among the trudurs. Tbe bills of the 
Chinese banas are of a variety of deoooiind' 
tioiiA, ranging Irom a very small amount to 
ihe vuluB of ihouitand of dollars, and, curious 
enough, when wo consider tbe imitative 
character of the Chiuomcn, uro seldom 
counterfeited. The holders of the genuine 
Doiea are, however, olten troubled by tho 
most sadden bankruptcy ol their makers. 

In case ol a relusal of a bank to cash its 
paper promises on damand, tho enraged 
holders of tbe suspended paper make a sudd> 
on raid upon Ihu dishonorable institution, 
"nutting" ibo cstablisbment at once, and 
carrying off everything, even to the timbers. 
Tho penniie.-^i vagabiinda of the street aro 
generally uiion llu? ak'rl lor llie apurt, and 
'go in" Willi till' bill-holdisra for u shore ol 
tbu [ihiiuler. Wiial would tbe speoieless 
i.aiiKa Siaie of Wall street think Of such a 
run for catih as this ? 

Ton years ago theru was ii ^ir■^t•class panic 
aiiinng the paper money owners ol tho Col- 
et-tial land, and tbe "cleaning out" of banks 
ilesoribod above, grew to be an every day 
occurrence. The Viceroy came lo Ihe res- 
cu'j of the oorpiirutiona. He arrested and de- 
ciipiiated ia the btreet oppoaito a bank, 
witboul the use of ihe clumsy machinery 
which we call a law court, a cnolie and a 
Iriulor who bad, willioul any bills i.'i their 
poaaesaion, joined in a rioloiia run upon tho 
euiriMiuy making iiialilu'ii.na, 

.MiKi/y at once grew ea^il;r in ihu vicinity, 
and in a very short time the banks wcro, as 
ive say, in a condition to accommodste their 
crisjomcrs at current ralox. 'i'ncsc, in China, 
aro high enoii;,'h lo sa i-ily ono of our down 
inwii |)lr.vribii:ki 1 s i,iri^.Miig, as they legally 
ill), fniiii ID 111 'ill pi'i cint. per annum.
